If Ireland or Poland or Hun- 
gary had struck for liberty today the 
hearts of the- American people would 
beat in sympathy, but Cuba had closer 
relations because she ia a part of the 
Western heiiiiaphere over which the 
Monroe doctrine extended the influence 
of this countrj . 


Milla declared that the Monroe doc- 
trine was the law ot protection and aa 
such God was the author of it. 


Jefferson had used plain words in 


threatening to join Ungland and a weep 
the French fleets from the seas if France 
persisted in holding the mouth of 4ho 
Mississippi river.

Cuba Btood as the key to the gulf and 


our unvarying policy, eaid Mr. Mills, 
Lad been tu rtsist any transfer of Cuba 
to another monarchy.

And, if we ineiet on keening Cuba in 
the possession of Spain, was it not the 
moral obligation of the United Stutes to 
see that Spain gave Cuba fair govern- 
ment, to BUB that the hell of Spanish 
despotism wae lifted from the Cuba peo- 
ple?
